New Republic 


On July 23, 1952, Gamal Abdul Nasser led a group of army and air force 
officers, called the Free Officers, in a successful coup d’etat: the ouster 
of King Faruk brought to an end the monarchy established by Muhammad Ali 
Pasha in 1805. Egypt became the Republic of Egypt on June 18, 1953, with 
a new constitution stipulating a democratic-socialist government. A member 
of the Arab nation, Egypt's official language is Arabic, the state religion, 
Islam, and the major source of legislation, the Sharia, based on the Koran. 
Cairo, the capital, is the center of government and the seat of power.

HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


System of Government 

Primary governing individuals and agencies include : 

. An elected president and a presidential bureau. As chief of 
state and supreme commander of the armed forces, the president 
determines policy and supervises its execution. 

A prime minister, an extensive cabinet and a supporting civil 
service . 

A legislature consisting of two assemblies, the People’s and the 
Consultative. Some members of each body are elected, others are 
appointed. 

An independent secular judiciary based on law derived from 
Islamic and French codes . 

Political Parties 

After the Revolution of 1952, political parties were abolished on the 
grounds that they were corrupt, serving the interests of foreign powers, the 
royal family and the feudal elite rather than those of the people at 'large . 

Several attempts to establish a single-party political system resulted 
in the creation of the Arab Socialist Union in 1962. The Union functioned 
as the sole legitimate political organization until 1977 when the multiparty 
system was re-established. At that time some prerevolutionary parties were 
reinstated and a number of other new parties were formed.

TRANSLATION 


Old System 

In 1820 Muhammad All Pasha organized local government on three levels: 
provinces, districts and villages. The administrators, appointed 
officials, functioned as extensions of the central authority. After the 
establishment of the Republic in 1953, the new government attempted to 
modernize local government. However, most constituencies were not 
interested in participating politically, and the administration continued 
to be highly centralized until the reforms of the mid-1970s. 


New System 

The new constitution granted power to governorates, cities and 


villages. The Ministry of Local Government supervises the governors

appointed by the president. Two councils — People's and Executive — legislate 


at each of the three levels. The Peoples' Councils control and plan; the 
Executive Councils implement and supervise. An appointed executive heads 
each council at every level. Even though some councils enjoy broad overall 
power, all are subject to .national control.

Three categories of officials comprise the councils: 

. Elected members constitute a majority. Their candidacies must 
be approved by local committes of the Arab Socialist Union . 

. Appointed members are selected by the Minister of Local 
Government . 

. Ex officio members are governor-appointed. Many are profes- 
sionals drawn from the national civil service.

TRANSLATION 


Era of Muhammad Ali 


The Ottoman Empire had ruled Egypt since 1517. In 1801 one of its 
governors , Muhammad Ali Pasha , took advantage of the Empire 1 s declining 
powers and proclaimed Egyptian independence under his own rule. 


Muhammad Ali brought Egypt into the modern age . His many contributions in- 
cluded building a strong army, promoting education, -modernizing agricultural 
techniques and irrigation, encouraging industrialization and establishing 
trade with Europe. Two of Muhammad Ali’s successors were Abbas I (1849- 
1854) and Said Pasha (1854-1863). 
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HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


Debts Caused the Occupation 

In 1856 Said Pasha granted a French engineer the construction rights to the 
Suez Canal. Work began in 1859, and the Canal opened officially in 1869. 
Said spend money unwisely, and when his successor Ismail burdened the 
economy with personal extravagances, a bankrupt Egypt fell under military 
control . 

In 1875 England purchased Egypt's share in the Suez Canal Company, making 
the British government the largest single shareholder. (France became the 
second largest.) In 1876 Ismail accepted a British-French Commission 
empowered to run the debt-ridden economy. Three years later he abdicated in 
favor of his son Tawfiq. 

Nationalistic Movements 

Nationalistic trends began to surface, and in 1872 Pan-Islamic spokesman 
Jamal A1 Din Al Afghani called on Muslims to use any means, including 
violent ones, to resist encroachments from the West. His follower, Shayk'n 
Muhammad Abduh, sought to bring about a renaissance of Islam. 

Resentment and discontent spread throughout the population, especially 
among junior army officers and the educated classes. Continuing unrest lead 
to an army officers' mutiny in 1879 and then to a major revolt under the 
leadership of Lieutenant Colonel Ahmad Orabi, the first modern Egyptian 
leader from a fellah background. The nationalistic movement forced Khedive 
Tawfiq to name Orabi minister of war in a liberalized government. When for- 
eign interests became, threatened, Britian and France sent nayal forces to 
Alexandria in May of 1882. Later, in an attempt to suppress the revolt of 
Orabi against the khedive, the British mounted a military offensive in 
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support of the khedive. On September 13, 1892, they landed forces at 
Ismailia and defeated Orabi in the Battle of Tall A1 Kabir. 

Orabi surrendered soon after in Cairo where he was tried, convicted and 
later banished. Although his revolt failed, he remained a symbol of 
protest against foreign control. British rule and virtual inclusion of 
Egypt in the British Empire began in 1882. 

Kingdom after Independence 

Khedive Tawfiq (died 1892) was succeeded by his son Abbas Hilmi, who aspired 
to rid his country of British domination. Hilmi's attempts to challenge 
British preeminence were not successful, but in founding new political 
parties he abetted the cause of Egyptian nationalism. 

Tne outbreak of World war II focused attention on the strategic importance 
of Egypt, especially on the Suez Canal as Britian’s lifeline to the East. 
When Abbas aligned with Turkey, Britain proclaimed a formal protectorate 
over Egypt that lasted until 1922. 

The centuries 1 -long nominal rule of the Ottoman Empire was ending at last, 
the title khedive, abolished. Abbas’ unple, Hussein Kamel, ascended the 
throne w^th the title sultan of Egypt. His brother and successor. Prince 
Ahmad Fuad, assumed the title of king in 1922. By formal pronouncement of 
the British Empire, Egypt was now an independent nation. After the death of 
King Fuad in 1936, his son King Faruk became Egypt’s last 'royal ruler. In 
1953 Faruk was dethroned by the Revolution of the Free Officers under the 
leadership of Gamal Abdal Nasser.

TRANSLATION 


The nineteenth century upsurge of nationalism, ending with the establishment 
of the Republic in 1953, was, after the rise of Islam, the most significant 
development in Egypt* s history. Since 1952 the government has concentrated 
on promoting modernization and industrialization, raising standards of 
living and education and establishing communication between officials and 
the people. 

For eighteen years President Gamal Abdul Nasser was the driving force (de- 
signer) of Egyptian politics. His death on September 28, 1970, aroused con- 
cern both in Egypt and internationally. For many years his successor Anwar 
A1 Sadat maintained political stability as the head of a revolutionary 
socialist— nationalist government. 

The Republic of Egypt is heavily involved in inter-Arab affairs, including 
the League of Arab States (founded in 1945). A sensitivity to imperialism 
led to the adoption of "positive neutrality," a stand which set Egypt apart 
from both East and West during the 1950s and 1960s. 
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HISTORICAL BACKGROUND 


Three factors are important in understanding present-day sensibility. 

First, Egypt has endured more than 5000 years as a unified state. 

Conscious of their ancient heritage, Egyptians continue to maintain a unigue 
relationship with their land and pharaonic past. 

The second is the duration of foreign control. External domination began in 
525 BC when the Persians centered Egypt and ended in 1953 with the election 
president. The intensity of the peoples' support of the post- 
1952 government probably results in part from the national memory of 2500 
years of foreign domination . 

The lest factor is the character of the fellahln ( peasants I . Because they 
live now as they have for centuries, in agricultural economy aeter„i„ed 
by the ebb ana flow of the Bile, the custot and way of life of this rural 
population have regained reearkably constant. Traditionally separated 

fr ° m Jralitlcal the eighteenth century on they have rebelled 

against poverty and disease with periodic uprisings.
